He telegraphed for mechanists and 
thev went to work on the engine.

LAW HALTS WARDEN 


RULING DOES NOT PERMIT SUB­ 
LETTING OF JOB OF CATCH­ 
ING THEM ON PERCENT­ 
AGE BASIS 


MADISON. Wig.. Aug. 24.—That 
th#* state game warden has no au­ 
thority to farm out the waters of 
Wisconsin upon a percentage basis 
for th#* purpose of reducing the nurr|- 
ber of rough fish in such waters. 
is the opinion of Attorney General 
Bancroft, rendered upon request of 
Game Warden John A. Sholts. 
The question has arisen out of the 
perplexity of the rough fish prob­ 
lem. Mr. Sholts propounded the fol­ 
lowing questions to the attorney gen­ 
eral. “ May the state game warden 
agree to farm out certain waters of 
the state upon a percentage basis: 
that is. has the state game warden a 
right to engage parties to take rough 
fish from certain inland waters by 
engaging fishermen to do the work 
and to pay said fishermen a percent­ 
age of the receipts of the sale of such 
fish?” 
No authority exists, says the at­ 
torney general, for the department 
to work through any other person 
than the deputies, nor can deputies 
be compensated in any other 
way 
than that provided by law. When 
rough fish are taken, under the law. 
by the warden or his deputies, they 
must be sold and the proceeds turned 
into the treasury of the state. 
The decision upsets one of the 
plans evolved by the department to 
solve the rough fish problem.
